Scenes of the Past , 
} — 

SCENES OF THE PAST were re- 
enacted on the Spreeman farm re- 
cently when Walter and Elmer 
steamed up the old threshing rig 
and used it to thresh part of their 
wheat crop. The Spreemans, Allan 
the father, Elmer and Walter sons, 
farm a total of 1200 acres with 800 
acres in crop about 4 miles southwest 
of Olds. They have a full line of 
modern machinery, and at the same 
time have a strong yen for antique 
equipment. A number of years ago 
they acquired a 22X65 H.P. case 
steam engine. This unit was built 
in 1922 and is reported to be the 
last new one to be sold in this pro- 
vince. The Case separator is a steel, 
36x58 and came to Alberta in 1908. 
It is reported to have seen service 
practically every year during har- 
vest since that time. Each fall, 
just for the thrill of it, Spreemans 
bind and stook about 50 acres of 
theiy crop just so they can give the 
old outfit another run, The day was 
un ideal sunshiny day for this effort. 

Following several announcements 
over the radio, people from far and 
wide treked to the Spreeman farm 
to watch this superb old outfit at 
work. Both the engine and separa- 
tor have been restored to like new“ 
condition. 

Old-timers who had themselves 
in the past operated steam equip- 
ment, took turns stoking the tire, 
udjusting steam pressures, pulling 
the dual tone whistles, while the 
rest of the spectators took pictures, 
watched and visited. Upon being 
asked about the capacity of this 
outfit, Walter said that in good 
crop it had a capacity of 4000 bushels 
of wheat per day. In oats it could 
tun out 700 bushels per hour. It 
was interesting to see all the equip- 
ment they had assembled to do this 
job. ‘There were three rack wagons 
10 x 20 each pulled by a tractor, A 
stook loader also pulled by another 
twactor, A truck fitted with a water 
tank to haul the water for the stea- 
mer. Another large truck with a 
grain box into which the wheat was 
being threshed. Three Spike-pit- 
chers“ were working feverishly to 
satisfy the appetite of this hungry 
behemoth of “Prehistoric days.”

Alf Studer Leaves To Take 


Up Residence 


LINK WITH THE PAST BEING 
SEVERED: Mr. A. O. Studer, one 
of the few Old merchants living in 
Didsbury is moving at the weekend 
to take up residence with his son 
Cecil, in Vancouver. Mr. Studer, 
known locally to every one as Alf“ 
came to Didsbury on April 13, 1901. 
He engaged in retail merchandising 
continuously in Didsbury from that 
date until 1944. 


During those years Mr. Studer oc- 
cupied three different store premises. 
In 1914, after the disasterous fire 
which cleaned out two full blocks 
on the main street, Mr. Studer re- 
built With a fine brick structure on 
the spot that Was to be his prem- 
ises during the remainder of his 
business career in Didsbury. 

Mr. Studer, whose memory at the 
ave of 82, can vividly recall most 
of the highlights of nearly a life- 
time spent in the business of fur- 
niture, drygoods, groteries, mens’ 
wear, and for several years he was 
the loca] undertaker. On several oc- 
casions he did some “pinch hitting” 
as a dentist. 

His memoirs recount the days 
when he sold butter for 10 cents a 
pound and shoes for $1.50 per pair. 
In those early pioneer days the sale 
of cream separators, sewing mach- 
ines, paint and some hasdware com- 
prised a good share of the business. 
Mr. Studer was a genera] merchant 
in the real sense of the word.

The Danger 
OF Inflation 


The pound is the meusure of 
weight. The yard is the measure of 


length, The bushel is the measure 
of bulk. No one is allowed to tam- 
per with any of these measuring 
ticks. 


The dollar is the measure of value. 
No one should be allowed to tampet 
sith it, For when the value of the 
collar fluctuates. nobody can know 
what anything is worth till he knows 
the exact value of the dollar, and by 
the time he has figured that out, its 
value Might have changed. Under 
such Circumstances trade becomes 
very difficult and can degenerate in- 
io barter. 

There is no more justification for 
allowing the value of the dollar to 
fluctuate than there is for allowing 
ihe weight of the pound, or the 
length of the vard, or the size of the 
pushel to fluctuate. 

In former times the dollar was de- 


fined as a cold coin of a certain 
weight and = finess; and anyone 
caught altering the weight or the 
Orth of such coins was severely 
cealt with.

sued people hesitated to accept it, in 
spite of the fact that it was redeem- 
uhle in gold. It was issued by the 
banks which were required by law to 
Keep enough gold on hand at all time

It is issued by the government 
through the Bank of Canada. It is 
used by the government to pay its 
debts or it is loaned to the chartered 
banks at interest. They lend it to 
the public at in interest. Whoever 
vets it has to give value for it, ex- 
cept the Bank of Canada. When this 
paper money is presented to that 
Bank for redemption all the Bank 
is required to give in payment is 
other paper money like it. 

This is the essential difference be- 
tween the paper money issued today 
by the Bank of Canada and that is- 
sued a generation ago by the char- 
tered banks. Their money could be 
presented at any time and gold re- 
ceived in exchange. But today’s mon- 
ey will never be redeemed in any- 
thing of intrinsic value. 

Whether we have done it knowingly 

or not, the steps we have taken in 
regard to the issuing and the con- 
trol of ow paper money, are the 
first steps toward uncontrolled in- | 
tlation. Whether or not we can stop 
there, and prevent further inflation 
is a question that only the future 
can answer. 

Everybody is opposed to uncontrol- 
led inflation. But everybody doesn't 
realize that uncontrolled inflation is 
the sum of many small things, each 
of which might have been control- 
led if taken in time. We are all ask- 
ing for some of these things. The 
labor unions with their never-end- 
ing demands for higher wages than

and 312 degrees F. in the socket. In 
tests using a 250-watt lamp, straw 
litter was ignited where the lamp 
was held one inch away, At three 
inches it charred, and scorched at 
six inches. 

250-watt lamps should not be 
placed closer than twelve inches 
irom the litter with additional clear- 
ance allowed where chickens or ani- 
mals tend to work the litter into 
piles. This distance should be in- 
creased for larger lamps. 

Lamps should be suspended on 
chains if there is any possibility of | 
‘alling and protected by a hood with 
au lower hoop. The hoop will cause 
the unit to roll over if it should fall 
and Keep the lamp from contacting 
he litter, and the hood protects it 
trom breakage. 

Since high socket tempartures are 
also fire hazards the hoods should 
have openings around the top to 
provide circulation for cooling. Por- 
celain sockets are usually cooler than 
plastic sockets. 

The service cord, too, should be 
made of heat resistant material that 
wil not deteriorate when exposed to 
heat as will ordinary rubber instal- 
lations. 

Infra-red lamps are very useful 
for providing heat but always should 
be used im a sale manner.
